The form of application to bo filled up 
by candidates desiring to join the South 
African constabulary requires every in- 
dividual seeking appointment to answer 
certain questions. Forms will be pro- 
curable in British Columbia, from offi- 
cers commanding regiments and indepen- 
dent companies, as well iih from the D. 
O. C. All applications when filled out 
must be sent to Col. Aylmer, adjuttuit- 
general, at Ottawa, and accompanied by 
a medical certificate testifying that the 
tt/jplicafflt is or good strong frame, free 
from certain ailments, and capable of 
service in South Africa. 

Applicants must state name and ad- 
dress, present age and where born, 
whether British subject, height, weight 
and oh est measurement, reference as to 
character and fitness for service, trade, 
profewion or calling, name and address 
of nearest kin., whether they have been 
in South Africa, what languages he can 
read and write, whether he has any 
knowledge of colonial Dutch or native 
languages used in South Africa, whether 
single, whether he can ride, shoot and 
swim, whether he has had any military 
training, whether subject to any bodily 
infirmity.

Martial Law Proclaimed in Most 
of the Cape Colony 
Districts. 



Boers Seize a Delegate Sent to 
Invite Them to Sur- 
render. 



Stop the War Committee Passes 
Resolution Based on 
Slander. 



London, Jan. 18.— Lord Roberts, who 
was entertained privately at dinner last 
evening by the United Service Club, the 
guests including the Prince of Wales, 
the Duke of York, the Duke of Cam- 
bridge and some 300 officers, has issued 
from the / war office a stirring appeal to 
the country for a prompt response to the 
call for 5,000 Yeomanry, whose past ser- 
vices in South Africa he highly com- 
mends to the gratitude of the nation. 

The authorities continue to hold a 
hopeful view as to the South African 
situation, but they seem to recognize 
that vigorous measures are necessary. 
The proclamation of martial law 
throughout almost the whole of Cape 
Colony, Lord Kitchener's strong meas- 
ures against the population of the for- 
mer republics, the placing on reduced 
rations of the wives of the men on com- 
mando, and similar measures go to 
show that there is still heavy work 
ahead. 

British offensive operations have 
ceased for the present. It is supposed 
that Lord Kitchener is collecting his 
strength for a final effort to crush or to 
capture the commandos by a repetition 
of the tactios which caused the surren- 
der of Gen. Cronje and Gen. Prinsloo. 

It is alleged that the Boers who are 
concentrating nt Warola and Ermenlo 
are preparing to descend into Natal. 

The casualty list issued yesterday 
shows that the Boers have released 297 
British who were enptured at Helvetia 
and Belfast. The facts regarding the 
captures at Belfast have not yet been 
allowed to transpire. 

It is nsserted that more heavy naval 
guns will be landed at the Cape. 

Information as to the doings of the in- 
vaders is hard to obtain, but it is clear 
they are getting very little help from 
the Dutch. Twice they attempted to 
capture Barkley East, but both times 
they were repulsed. For three days 
they occupied Southerland, but. they 
cleared out on the approach of a British 
column. 

Apparently the invaders abandoned the 
idea of attacking Clan William on find- 
ing the town well defended. A com- 
mando of 1,000 has been active in the 
Richmond district, but there the Boers 
have secured only 100 Dutch recruits. 

Capetown, Jan. 17.— Martial law has 
now been proclaimed in every part of 
Ca.pe Colony, except the districts of Cape- 
town, Simonstown, Wynberg, Port Eliza- 
beth and East London. It has also been 
proclaimed in Tembuland, Griquiland 
East and West, and Pondoland . It has 
been proclaimed unlawful for any person 
in the Cape peninsula, except officials 
and regular or irregular troops, to pos- 
sess arms and ammunition or either. 

Standerton, Jan. ~17. — Boer women, 
brought in by the military, report that 
William Steyn, who was appointed a 
delegate of the Boers hero to ask the 
fighting Boers to surrender under Lord 
Kitchener's proclamation, was made 
prisoner and sent to Pietretiefo, accused.' 
of high treason. The Boers are still ac- 
tive a.T0uhd Standerton 

London, Jan. 17. — "The stop the war" 
committee to-day passed the following re- 
solution: "Orders which a British officer 
reports he personally received, reveal the 
adoption by Lord Roberts and Lord Kit- 
chener of a policy ha.ving for its aim the 
extermination of a heroic nationality, by 
starving its women and children and the 
deliberate massacre of unarmed prison- 
ers." 

The hitter clause alludes to Gen. Kit- 
chener's alleged secret orders to Gen. 
Dewet's pursuers to take no prisoners. 
Copies of letters from an unnamed Brit- 
Mi officer, containing these and other se- 
crets, will bo sent to Lord Salisbury, 
Lord Roberts and others. 

Boer families and their stock a.re be- 
ing systematically brought into conveni- 
ent centres from all over the country. 
These aro kept in camps and fed with 
those who surrender voluntarily, and sup- 
plied with full rations, nnd those whose 
husbands are still in the field, are pro- 
vided for on a reduced scale, which is 
raised when the husbands surrender, to 
a full allowance. 

Every opportunity is offered to the re- 
fugees to work for pay and special priv- 
ileges. 

Prominent burghers who have surren- 
dered are allowed to visit the camps in 
order to ascertain the facts as to the 
treatment. 



DEADMAN'S ISLAND. 

An Attempt Being Made to Have an 
Amicable Settlement. 

Vancouver, Jan. 17.— (Special)— D. G. 
Macdoncll, solicitor for Theo. Ludgate, 
yesterday had a long conference with 
the city council over the Deadman's 
Tslnnd ' question, behind closed doors. 
Mr. Macdonell asked the council practi- 
cally to remove their opposition to Mr. 
Ludgate's quiet possession of the island 
under his Dominion lease, and assured 
the council that if they did so. matters 
could be settled out of court. The 
council received Mr. Macdonell's report, 
and promised to consider it at a subse- 
quent closed meeting. Mr. Macdonell 
state* that an i industry will be estab- 
lished on Hie island as soon as all oppo- 
sition is removed.

Lord Kitchener Reports That the 
Boers Are Gathering at 
Carolina. 



Cruiser Sybille Aground— A Num- 
ber of Prisoners Escape 
From Ceylon. 



Loudon, Jan. 17— Gen. Kitchener, tele- 
graphing from Pretoria under the date qf 
January 10, says 'the concentration of 
3,000 Boons at Carolina (Transvaal) is) 
reported. Ho adds that Colville's mobile 
column was engaged near Van Tondes 
Hock. The Boers were driven off with 
heavy loss. 

.Three hundred Boers entered Aberdeen 
yesterday, looted the stores and retired 
on the arrival of a hundred Britinh in- 
fantry. 

The Evening Standard says it hears a 
number of Boer prisoners have escaped 
from Ceylon. 

The British admiralty has received a 
despatch from the coinmunder-in-ehief at 
the Cape, reporting that the cruiser Sy- 
bille, which was landing bluejackets to 
intercept the Boers, was ashore at Stem- 
Dock Fonieiu, near Lambert'ti Bay, and 
adding that active measures were being 
taken to assist her. The official despatch 
does not say the Sybille was wrecked. 

New York, Jan. 1". — A despatch to the 
Associated Press from Capetown, under 
tho date of the 11th, said the British 
ship Sybille had arrived in Lambert's 
Bay and landed a force of bluejackets 
and a number of guns, and that this 
force had constructed entrenchments. 

Capetown, Jan. 17.— The British sec- 
ond-class cruiser Sybille is reported to 
have been wrecked :i,t Lambert's Bay, 
about 200 miles north of hero. The 
crew wen; saved. The Sybille is of 15,-100 
tons displacement. She is Ii00 feet long, 
has 42 feet beam and is 10 feet 2 in- 
ches deep. Her complement of officers 
and crew is 272.

A TRADE WAR. 



Lord rtosebery Says Some Remedy Must 
Be Found Against Foreign 
Competition. 

London,' Jan. 17. — At a meeting of the 
Wolverhampton chamber of commerce 
yesterday, Lord llosebery made a speech 
in which lie dealt in a most serious strain 
with the industrial and commercial com- 
petition by which Great Britain was 
laced. lie declared that it was dark 
and gloomy. It was difficult, oven un- 
wise, to try to prophesy what it might 
have in store. 

The war, lie feared, was not military. 
It was that great war of trade which 
was inevitably coming, and which, so far 
as ho could see, would he one of the 
greatest and most serious that Great 
Britain would have to cope with. While 
not putting other nations out of the cat- 
egory, it was from the United States and 
Germany that the British had the most 
to fear. Tho United States, with its in- 
calculable resources and the enterprising 
wpirit of its people, was the most formid- 
able of all competitors. The Germans, 
although somewhat slow and unwieldly, 
were scarcely inferior rivals on account 
of their silent and persistent methods and 
unconquerable spirit. 

Lord Rosebery remarked that the great 
individual fortunes being made in the 
United States were not employed, as 
they probably would he in England, to 
enable their makers to retire and enjoy 
social and other pleasures, but were in- 
vested in great trusts and syndicates to 
form power for concentrating attacks on 
British trade. Those millions so invest- 
ed could be wielded as an engine of war- 
faro in such irresistible form as to con- 
stitute a danger which the British could 
not afford to ignore. If one or two of 
the trusts combined for the purpose of 
competing with any branch of British 
trade by underselling, they might obtain 
such a monopoly in that branch as al- 
most to drive Great Britain out of the 
market. 

After a further reference to Germany, 
Lord Rosebery asked what Great Brit- 
ain was going to do to avoid defeat. He, 
as a layman, hesitated to attempt to an- 
swer, but if he did attempt to reply, he 
should say tint the remedy lav in educa- 
tion, He believed that the British peo- 
ple were the best raw material in the 
world, but he was convinced that their 
commercial men required to be educated 
and trained scientifically from bottom to 
top. Their training, as it was, was both 
insufficient and too insular. For in- 
stance, they did not send their young men 
abroad as others did to learn methods of 
business and manufacture. He suggest- 
ed that' the chamber of commerce should 
consider the question of devoting a cer- 
tain sum of money annually for travelling 
scholarships, which tie was inclined to 
believe would yield fruit a hundredfold.

Montreal, Jan. 17— (Specia 0— E. A. 
Williams, mechanical superintendent of 
the Soo Line at Minneapolis, has been 
appointed superintendent of the rolling 
stock of tlu> Canadian Pacific railway, 
replacing It. Atkinson, resigned. It is 
understood that Mr. Atkinson goes to the 
Intercolonial railway. 



PEACE COMMISSION. 

The First Sitting Will Take Place Very 
Shortly. 

Berlin, Jan. 17.— An official of the Ger- 
man foreign office informed the corres- 
pondent of the Associated Press to-day 
that the first sitting of the peace con- 
ference In Pekin would he appointed im- 
mediately after. the different foreign en- 
voys had convinced themselves that their 
copies of the joint note had been proper- 
ly signed and sealed by the Chinese plen- 
ipotentiaries. 



CANADIAN DAIRYMEN. 

United States Ejipert Admits They Are 
the Cream of the Earth. 

London, Jan. 17. — At a meeting of the 
Western Ontario Dairymen's Association 
here yesterday, Hon. John Gould, special 
agent of the dairy department of the 
United States bureau of agriculture, in 
the course of an address on "American 
Dairying," said Canadians were the best 
dairymen in the world. 

Prof. Robertson, Dominion dairy com- 
missioner, stated that lie was authorized 
by Hon. Sydney Fisher to announce that 
if cheese makers of the Dominion would 
arrange curing rooms so that the temper- 
ature would not be allowed to rise above 
G5, he would see that the railway and 
steamship companies would provide facil- 
ities which would keep the cheese in 
transit at the same temperature, so that 
that produce could be placed on the Brit- 
ish market in the best possible condition. 



PETER VBRDON'S SUICIDE. 

Choked Himself to Death With a 
Handkerchief. 

Vancouver, Jan. 17.— (Special)— Word 
has reached the city of a most deter- 
mined suicide in the Knmloops jail. 
Peter Verdon attempted suicide by 
swallowing strychnine, but was dis- 
covered in time. He was sent to jail 
for safe keeping, and his suspenders and 
handkerchief taken from him as a pre- 
caution. He had, however, secreted a 
second handkerchief. Although visited 
three times between 11 p. m. and 2:10 
a. m., he managed to kill himself be- 
tween the last two visits. He tied the 
handkerchief tightly around his throat: 
then, inserting his walking cane, he 
twisted it around to the suffocation 
point, when he placed one end against 
the wall, put his arm on the other end, 
thus preventing the cane Hying back. 
In this way he died. Verdon was an 
inmate of the Old Men's Home, but was 
dismissed for misconduct. He was 
about to be taken back to the home 
when he developed a suicidal mania.

SIR FRANK SMITH DEAD. 
Had Been Til For a Long Time Past. 



Toronto, Jan. 17. — (Special) — Sir Frank 
Smith, who has long been ill, died at 
noon to-day at his residence, Bloor 
street east. 

| Senator Smith was born in Biehdnle, 
Armagh. Ireland, in 1S22. and when 10 
years of age came to Canada with his 
father. He was employed on a farm 
near Toronto for a couple of years, and 
then became clerk in a general store, at 
the salary of only $3 a month. By his 
own ability he became afterwards man- 
ager of ' the business, which included 
eleven branches. He next commenced 
business on his own account as whole- 
sale and retail grocer in London in 18-10, 
and removed to Toronto in 1807. Iir re- 
tired from .active mercantile life in 1891 
He served as a volunteer in the rebellion 
of 1S37. He was mayor of London in 
i860; in 1S71 was appointed a senator; 
was sworn in as a privy councillor 
1SS2; and was a member of the cabinet 
under Sir John A. Mnedonuld and hi: 
Conservative successor's until the Lib 
erals came into power in 1S00. Ho was 
knighted in 1S02. Sir Frank was presi 
dent of the Northern railway, of the 
Toronto street railway. Dominion hank 
and other institutions, besides director in 
a number of others.

Finished Production of Bizet's 
Famous Romantic 
Opera. 



Large Audience at Victoria The- 
atre Hears these Fam- 
ous Stars. 



If Collamarini is not the greatest liv- 
ing impersonator of "Carmen," as was 
asserted by the advance notices which 
heralded her coming, those who wit- 
nessed her marvellous interpretation of 
the famous role at the Victoria theatre 
yesterday evening will admit that, as 
far as their conception of the character 
goes, her acting and singing are flaw- 
less. 

A crowded house greeted the presenta- 
tion of Bizet's famous romantic opera. 
It proved the operatic event of the sea- 
son. Thunderous applause punctuated 
the efforts of what may indeed be termed 
a great triumvirate— Collamarini, Kusso 
and Alessandroni. If the ecstuey felt 
by those fortunate enough to be present 
at the l'east of dramatic melody and 
thrilling portrayal of the parts allotted 
to the principals, was limited to any ex- 
tent, it was because the Italian tongue 
was used. But that fact militated to a 
very slight extent in the enjoyment of 
the great performance. 

Collamarini is great — great in the 
sense that she is a perfect actress, with 
a marvellous voice and splendid physical 
proportions. In the hey-day of youth, 
with that lire and spirit and reckless 
" abandon " which are inseparable from 
the Italian character, she possesses all of 
the ability necessary fur a perfect por- 
trayal of the swift-changing moods of 
the gipsy cigarette girl. She is a great 
artiste— a true actress. 

Itusso, the famous tenor, exhibited bis 
wonderful voice and line histrionic capa- 
city with quite the success anticipated 
by those who had heard of his notable 
achievements. He sings and acts with 
a fervor which shows an entire sinking 
of his own personality in the portrayal of 
the chnrncter he assumes, and at all 
times is truly faithful to his part. 

Alessandroni, a trifle heavy and un- 
wieldy in appearance, perhaps, sustained 
his reputation as a foremost exponent of 
dramatic parts in standard opera. He 
is quite as great a star as has been 
claimed by the critics. His singing of 
" Toreador " was perhaps the most 
pleasurable incident in a production re- 
plete with triumphs, and one of the 
greatest renditions of the song which 
has over been heard in Victoria. 

But it is Collamarini upon whom the 
attention of those who witness the pro- 
duction of the great opera is centred. 
She fascinates. Fired with the kindling 
of love and hate in a breath, as Carmen, 
the character which stands for the great 
coquette iiu till ages, her acting is a 
revelation. Her voice, her pouts and 
grimaces, her sensuous antics, make her 
a personality with an influence which 
simply hypnotizes all who see and hear 
her. 

The various stirring climaxes in the 
scenes of the opera were taken with a 
vim which excited the wildest enthusi- 
asm of the audience, and curtain-calls 
were numerous. The quarrel between 
Don Jose (Russol and Eseatnillo (Ales- 
sandroni), in the third net, where Car- 
men intervenes, was a most finished and 
thrilling piece of acting, the three prin- 
cipals vicing with each other in the 
faithfulness with which they performed 
their parts. 

Miss Bertha Davis made a charming 
Michalla. With a sweet voice and 
charming stage presence, she has a 
bright future. John Henderson and 
George Kunkle, as the smugglers, had 
little opportunity of displaying their 
humorous abilities, but what they were 
called upon to do was done well. The 
costumes and stage settings were good.

Govr. Ogilvie Asks that Works be 
Undertaken to Faciiitate 
Navigation. 



The Flottbek Rescued— Steam- 
ers Amur and Willapa sail 
North Tonight. 



Governor Ogilvie of the Yukon has 
recommended to tl»e Ottawa govern- 
luent improvements casting thousands of 
dollars that will greatly facilitate the 
navigation of the Yukon river, and im- 
prove and shorten the winter trail to 
Dawson. Among -other improvements 
advocated by Governor Ogilvie is the 
dredging of Lake .Lebnrge, where about 
$00,000 is needed i to deepen the channel 
for steamers running during low water. 
Five Fifcgers and Hell Gate are also in- 
cluded in the list of places needing im- 
provements. Last winter a large sum 
of money -was spent at both points, with 
the result that navigation was made 
safer. It is- now the plan to take out 
ail the fingers at the former place and 
to widen the channel at the entrance to 
Hell .(into. 

Hell Gate is just above Fort Selkirk, 
and during low water the entrance to 
tlie narrow channel, which for two miles 
runs very swift, is only sufficiently wide 
to allow one steamer to enter at a time. 
The steamer Eldorado King was stuck 
m the mouth late last fall, and was un- 
iiblo to get out. She now lies in n very 
'dangerous position, and will most cer- 
tainly go out with the ice in the spring. 
At one time last fall five steamers were 
tied up at Hell Gate for three days, 
greatly interfering with navigation. 

Included in Governor Ogilvie's recom- 
mendations is a provision that the win- 
ter trail, instead of continuing down the 
river from Port Selkirk, be built over- 
land to Gold ltun creek, and come iuto 
Dawson down the Klondike river, saving 
:al)OUt 50-niiles. 

LINES TO MANILA.

"The Colonial Steamship Company of 
New York have made arrangements for 
:a new steamship line from Seattle to 
Manila: and it is «aid that the China 
Mutual Steamship Company are also ar- 
ranging a similar service. The first 
named company has secured the steam- 
ers Strathgyie, Royalist and Belgian 
King for their lino, and will give a 
monthly service. The China Mutual 
Steamship Company, who are said to be 
contemplating the establishment of a 
fival line, have appointed Frank Wnter- 
house their Pacific Coast agent. He is 
now in Washington, D. C, on business 
connected with the line. This company 
owns the Pak Ling, Oopack. Kintuck. 
Yangtse, Ching Wo, Ping Suey, and 
Hyson, which are now in the United 
States transport service.

During 
tlio blow, the Holyoke burst oue of her 
pipes and was forced to return. The Ta- 
coma and Wanderer remained, and after 
the storm managed to extricate the ship 
from the reefo. The ship, which was 
bound from Yokohama to Tacoma in bal- 
last, is worth SlUU.OOO. She will be 
libelled for salvage by the tugboat com- 
pany, and a claim will also be made by 
the steamers Bristol and Mattewan for 
their share iu the rescue.

DISTRESSED SHIPPING. 

Collier Victoria Thrown on Her Beam 
Ends and Cargo Shifted— Challen- 
ger's Narrow Escape. 

The recent southwest gales which 
Taged off the coast gave several of the 
steamers ar.d coasting vessels a severe 
"buffeting. According to a despatch from 
San Francisco, the collier Victoria ar- 
rived there on Wednesday from Lady- 
smith with a cargo of coal, after a hard 
-passage. The steamer was caught in a 
heavy gale soon after passing out of the 
Straits, and was thrown on her beam 
ends by the force of the seas. Her big 
coal cargo shifted and she had a big list 
to port until her arrival. She was, how- 
ever, not seriously damaged, although 
seas swept over her at times. 

The three-masted schooner Joseph 
Russ, from Santa Cruz for Port Town- 
send, put in to San Francisco on Wed- 
nesday in distress. She was caught in 
the big southeast storm off San Frnn- 
cisco in tin early part of December, and, 
Iieing in ballast, had an extremely rough 
time. Nearly all her sails were carried 
away, and she had a hard time in reach- 
ing port. 

During the storm of Sunday night the 
schooner Challenger had a narrow escape 
from being wrecked. .She was anchored 
in 'Clallam Bay, and as the fury of the 
gale Increased during the night she be- 
gan to drag. As the second anchor was 
let go it fouled, and the vessel was 
rapidlv approaching a dangerous reef. 
The flashlight signals of distress attract- 
ed the attention of the tug Boyden, and 
when she reached the vessel the fury or 
the gale Tiad abated, and the vessel 
ceased dragging, but she was within a 
few yards of the rocks.

THE CIVIC ELECTIONS. 

As a result of yesterday's election, the 
personnel ot the municipal body remains 
unchanged from what it was in 1900. The 
Colonist is pleased at this, inasmuch as 
a month, or so ago, believing- it but ox 
pressed the feelings of the people on the 
subject, it said that the old council might 
very well bo returned by acclamation, as 
tfxeellent work had been done <luring the 
year, nnd there was general satisfaction 
at the manner in which the affairs of 
tho municipality had been conducted. We 
think the citizens aTe to be congratulated 
on the assurance that tho policy of pro- 
gress in civic matters inaugurated 
3900 is to continue, and that our public 
affairs nre to bo directed for another year 
by men who have shown themselves so 
capable in the past. His worship Mayor 
Hayward njid the aldermen also should 
feel gratified at this manifestation of sat- 
isfaction of their services on the part of 
tho ratepayers. 

THE TRADE OP TEX AD A ISLAND. 

The recent announcement or the sale 
of the Van Anda Copper Company's 
propertes on Texnda Island to an Eng- 
lish mining syndicate, followed by the 
news that the Puget Sound Iron Mining 
Company has sold out to a powerful cor- 
poration, which will immediately proceed 
to develop the iron deposits on a large 
scale, would indicate that tho mining 
industries of Texnda are on the eve of a 
season of great expansion. Tho only 
•cause for regret in the premises is that 
the company which has acquired the 
Puget Sound Mining Company's prop- 
erty is going to ship tho iron to the 
state of Washington for treatment. It 
would be more gratifying to have to 
record that these immense deposits of 
rich iron ore were to he developed and 
manufactured on the ground, thus estab- 
lishing a new industry on Vancouver 
Island which would give an impetus to 
tho whole industrial community by the 
preliminary outlay of a large amount in 
installing tho necessary plant, and after- 
wards give permanent employment to 
several hundred more. Canada ha* far 
too long boon the purveyor to the United 
States of raw materia] many, linos. 
For years, until wise nnd patriotic legis- 
lation put an end to it, Ontario supplied 
the sawmills of Michigan with timber, 
getting in return only the stumpage fees 
on the logs. In the matter of pulp-wood 
it was the same. Millions of cords of 
pulp material were cut in Ontario mio 
Quebec to supply the United States 
mills, the Canadians getting only $3 to 
$3.50 a cord, where the finished product 
is worth about §40 a cord. The extra- 
ordinary blunder in political economy 
which permitted this commercial 
brigandage lias been remedied in On- 
tario by a law which provides that nil 
timber cut on crown lands must he 
manufactured within the province; and 
the government of Quebec is about to 
adopt a similar law. British Columbia 
would do well to take to heart the ex- 
perience of her sister provinces and pro- 
tect her undeveloped timber and .mineral 
resources by legislation which will pre- 
vent their spoliation by foreigners, while 
sufficiently liberal to induce capital to 
come into tho province and develop them 
on fair terms, permitting legitimate 
profits. 

There is another phase of this Texnda 
■ Island mining revival which is of iuimo- 
' diato importance to Victoria, and should 
-command the earnest consideration of 
'her business men. That is direct nnd 
efilcient communication with Texnda 
Island. The Van Anda and Marble! 
Buy! mines, which are working continu- 
ously, have a combined pay-roll of some 



$20,000 per nponth; other min^s and 
prospects are being developed on a con- 
siderable scale, which entails a large 
expenditure of money in wages and sup- 
plies; several owners are preparing to 
resume operations on their properties 
within the next three months; and, 
lastly, the new owners of the iron mines 
are about to set a large force at work 
to take out and ship ore. The trnde of 
Toxada Island is already large and is 
growing daily in importance, yet Vic- 
toria has no direct communication with 
the island. One has to cross to Van- 
couver and take a boat in order to n-ach 
Texada, and all the trade of the island 
is done with that city. There are now 
two steamers making semi-weekly trips 
between Vancouver and Van Anda, and 
a company was recently formed in Van- 
couver to put a third steamer on the 
run, proving beyond doubt that thero is 
a profitable business to be done. Vic- 
toria shipping men and merchants should 
therefore stir themselves, to secure their 
share of the trade of Texada. Delay in 
the matter means the slipping away 
from them of much profitable business, 
which, from present indications, is likely 
to swell to large proportions in the imme- 
diate future. 



AN OLD STOIIY. 



The correspondents of the Sunday pa- 
pers are amusing themselves with npecni- 
lating over the impending collapse of 
British greatness. They point out the 
great increase of exports from the United 
States and the active competition of Ger- 
many to support their claims. They 
seem to forget .that the world is using 
vastly more of the products of industry 
than at any previous time in itrf history, 
and hence that the increased output of 
one country does not necessarily mean 
a decrease elsewhere. The story of Brit- 
ish retrogrestiion is an oft-repea.ted tale. 
We nave encountered it in writings, 
which were old when the last century 
was young. It is popular not with for- 
eigners only, for nothing seems to nfford 
greater delight to tin- average Britisher 
than to assure people that his country is 
going to "the delimit ion bow-wows." Ho 
knows that he will not be taken seriously 
at home, and does not trouble himself as 
to how his jeremiads will be taken 
abroad. 

In her novel, "The Master Christian," 
Mario Corelli makes a French Abbe say: 
"Wo, that is the French, the Germans 
nnd the Italians, hate the English, but 
we black their boots." Great Britain is 
not popular. She is too self-reliant, too 
satisfied with her great record, too confi- 
dent in tho strength and permanency of 
her institutions to bo popular among peo- 
ples whose history is a succession of 
strife and turmoil, and who do not un- 
derstand tho principles of self-govern- 
ment. Tho individuality of the Briton it 
beyond the understanding of the foreign- 
er. It is the product of generations of 
freedom. Hence, when anything happens 
to furnish an excuse for believing that 
John Bull is losing his vigor, his neigh- 
bors work themselves up into quite a 
frenzy of delight over it. There is no 
need to worry. When the 20th century 
ends, John will be doing business at the 
old stand, and a lot of people will, as 
now, be entertaining themselves with 
upeculatious as to the date of his im- 
pending failure. 

SIR FRANK SMITH. 

The death of Sir Frank Smith removes 
a man whose success in life is an exam- 
ple to tho young men of Canada, of what 
energy and nhility can accomplish. From 
a clerk in a store at the insignificant sal- 
ary of $5 a month, ho rose, toy his own 
exertions, to be head of an immense busi- 
ness, president and director in some of 
the largest financial and industrial in- 
stitutions in the country, a senator and 
member of the Dominion cabinet. 
Strongly Liberal-Conservative in his con- 
victions, his political foes were, many of 
them, his personal friends. He was 
greatly respected by all classes, and his 
death will cause general regret. 

Venezuela is now holding its annual re- 
volution. A number of foreign warships 
are hurrying to the scene, so as not 
to miss the interesting spectacle. 

Madame Albani, at the bean <>r a com- 
pany of English artistes, will make a tour 
of the Dominion early in the spring. Can- 
ada will extend a cordial welcome to her 
most illustrious songstress on her return 

to her native land. 

„ 

It is not often that the benefits which 
result from mulling displays at interna- 
tional expositions are shown so rapidly 
us lias been the case in the exhibits or 
the Canadian paper manufacturers at 
Paris. Inquiries are now being made by 
French paper men for the Canadian pro- 
duet, and it is likely that a large mill 
will have to In' erected to supply the Par- 
isian trade. 



One of tlie most munificent bequest 
which has been made in recent years is 
the leaving of nearly £4,000,000, to be 
devoted to charitable purposes, by Sam- 
uel Lewis, a London money lender, who 
died on Monday last. The sum of £400.- 
000 goes to provide dwellings for the 
poor of all creeds. This latter stipula- 
tion is a most commendable feature of 
the details of the will. 



It is a nm.tter for surprise 'that tho of- 
fer of tho Ontario government to grunt 
UK) acres of land to each of the South 
African volunteers does not seem to be 
better appreciated. Out of 700 who are 
entitled to make application, only 15 have 
availed themselves of the offer up to the 
present. This would seem to indicate 
that the volunteers are satisfied with tho 
knowledge that they but did their duty 
to Queen and country, and do not wish 
any pecuniary reward. 

The Colonist hopes that there wlil bo a 
large attendance at the entertainment to 
ho given by the gunroom officers of H. 
M. S. Warspite, at Institute hall, to- 
night and to-morrow evening. The pro- 



ceeds will go to a mo2i worthy object — 
the benefit of Able Seaman Bumble, who 
was injured in the naval yard last Aug- 
ust so seriously that he will he a crip- 
ple for life. 



It is announced from Ottawa that 
three times the required 1,000 men who 
are wanted to serve in the South African 
Constabulary could easily bo obtained, 
offers pouring into the militia depart- 
ment from all sides. Canada has done 
her duty nobly during the progress of tho 
war, and can be depended upon to do it 
to the end, whatever may be required of 
her by the Mothorlvil. 

Vancouver cornp..iins of an epidemic of 
burglary. Victoria's immunity from such 
ovils is a remarkable thiug, when one 
considers that tho cheap rates to and 
from the Sound cities permit crooks and 
thugs to come here with little inconveni- 
ence. That we have not suffered to any 
groat extent through lie operations of 
this class must bo due to the vigilance 
and excellent work of the police. They 
are deserving of all praise. 



Mr. E. V. Bremmer, the Dominion La- 
bor Commissioner, in an interview with 
the Rossland Minor, expressed himself 
as pleased to find that, matters between 
employers and employees throughout the 
Kootenays in general were quite harmon- 
ious, lie also thought that there wore 
no indications that this satisfactory state 
of things would not bo permanent. W 
sincerely hope ho may be correct in thi 
latter conclusion. British Columbia ha 
had all it wnaits of labor troubles. 



Mining men in the Lardoau district are 
represented as opposing the two per cent 
royalty tax on ore. They clajm that its 
imposition is proving a hardship to those 
who are employing their money in the de- 
velopment of our mineral resource;-'. Wo 
are sure it is not the wish of the provin-

Regarding the Building of a Line 
from Ashctoft to

Thero arrived from Ashcroft Inst night 
a delegation, which has eoine down to in- 
terview the government in regard to the 
Cariboo railway project, consisting of 
the following members: Judge C. F. 
Cornwall, ex-lieutenant-governor, and 
now county judge; Dennis Murphy, M. 
P. I\ for West Yale, and a prominent 
barrister of the upper country; Stuart 
Henderson, another Ashcroft barrister; 
Oliver Harvey, of the well known firm of 
Harvey, Bailey it Company; II. L. ltob- 
erts, manager of I''. W. Forbes' store, 
and Dr. F. S. Reynolds, editor of the 
Ashcroft Journal. Judge Cornwall, Oli- 
ver Harvey and Stuart Henderson are 
staying witli friends, and Dennis Mur- 
phy, M. 1'. 1'., H. L. Roberts and Dr. F. 
S. Reynolds ate giientts at the Driard. 

In an interview given to a Colonist re- 
porter at the Driard last night, Dr. F. S'. 
Reynolds and Messrs. Murphy ami Rob. 
erte, speaking for the delegation, said 
that they were down in the interest of 
the town of Ashcroft, to see for them- 
selves what shape the Cariboo railway 
project is assuming, and they have ap- 
pointments with representatives of cap- 
italists who are now actively canvassing 
tho situation, with a view, if suitable ar- 
rangements can be made and certain 
rights conferred, to undertake the con- 
struction of a railway to Cariboo. Tho 
delegation informed the Colonist that it 
capital can he enlisted and the rights of 
the community safeguarded, it is their 
opinion that the building of the railroad 
from Ashcroft north to Quesnelle will bo 
almost universally commended by the 
taxpayers of that section, and that the 
government's efforts to assist the project 
Will be applauded. 

'Hon. J. D. Prentice, through whose di.-»- 
trict the projected line, if built, will be 
run, will be visited to-da3 - .by the dele- 
gation ajid they hope that a united sup- 
port to a measure fair to all will be sup- 
ported by the members of the districts 
most directly affected, viz.. West Yale, 
East and West Lillooet and Cariboo. If 
this can be brought about, the delegation 
have every hope that the iron horse will 
soon bo steaming up the Bonaparte and 
the cheerful sound ring out at Ashcroft, 
"Change cars for Cariboo and way 
points." 

It is useless at this time, say the dele- 
gates, to bring forward details regarding 
the requirements of anil the support that 
will be given such a road.

One suggestion In the conditions sent out 
an important one, "that iho "ground 
plan should be so arranged that nil the 
rooms, or as many as possible, he thrown 
open en suite, with the hall room." has ap- 
parently been forgotten In most of the de- 
signs, and Is conspicuous by Its absence In 
"Volute No. 2." "While on this I would say 
that In my opinion "Volute -No. 1" presents 
a more desirable plan and better exterior 
that No. 2. Now In "Domus Consulls" the 
drawing room, reception room and dining 
room offer a continuous suite of probably 
130 feet, wide ball room contiguous, easily 
accessible by large sibling doors. The ball 
room Itself, then? can be no doubt, would 
be the most striking and offers an Interior 
richer than that of any other design. Again, 
the array of columns la two of the fronts, 
besides the striking display of light and 
shade, lend a variety and richness to the ex- 
terior superior to "Volute No. 2." Like 
many of the other designs "Domus Consul- 
Is" would certainly gain by an Increased 
elevation of three or four feet off the 
ground.

Bi-Centenary of the Kingdom Made Oc- 
casion of Brilliant Pageaait. 

Berlin, Jan. 17. — The celebration of 
the bi-cenitenary of the kingdom of 
Prussia began this morning in the midst 
of .all the pageantry befitting pitch an oc- 
casion. The weather w-ns cold ajul clear 
and nil the approaches to the palace were 
thronged at an early hour with sight- 
seer*), who assembled to -witness the 
trooping of the guards' colors in the court 
yard of the a.rnior.v. 

Gen. von Bock Polach, on behalf of! 
the officers' corps, congratulated His 
Majesty on the occasion of the. celebra- 
tion, and called for three cheers for the 
Emperor, Led by a band, the crowd | 
joined in singing the Prussian national; 
anthem. After the Emperor had replied 
to Gen. von Bock Polach. the march j 
past wtis carried out, . and the Eniper- | 
or and his nar' v returned to the castle. 

At noon the Knight-' of the Black Eagl ! 
were summoned to attend a chapter held 
in the ball of the Knights, tinder the 
presidency of Emperor William, for the 
investtire of the new lenightfl, including 
the Crown Prince, Frederick William, 
Prince George of Saxony, Arch-Duke 
Frnncins Ferdinand. Prince Rupprecht 
of Bavaria. Count von Billow and Gon- 
Plannitz, the Emperor personally de- 
corating the now knights. 



The wreckage found on the West 
Const, of which news was given in the 
Colonist yesterday, wnfl the theme of 
much speculation along the waterfront 
yesterday, but no one could offer any in- 
formation regarding the identity of the 
vessel which has been lost, if, as ap- 
pearances nee m to indicate, such has boon 
the cn.se. The uncertainty regarding the 
letters on the nnmeboard found in the 
vicinity of Caruiannh balks till attempts 
to take the shroud from the mystery. 
Lighthouse-keener W. Day kin, in charge 
of Carmnnnh lighthouse, in a letter sent 
down by the Queen City, says that this 
black-painted nnmeboard, which in a 0x8 
timber, about 8 feet long-, has white 
painted letters on it, which one man re- 
ports its "Hei-ner" — the centre letter be-, 
ing missing — and another reports "Rin- 
tor.' The bouts, which were described 
yesterday, were unmarked. The ono 
found to the westward of Carmnnnh was 
the bow boirt, and about twelve leet long, 
while that found on Bonilln Point, which 
was badly broken, wiui about iih large, 
and nearby was a smaller boat, which 
wan black painted outside and red in- 
side. There were several broken oars 
found near the bonis, ami some cases, 
etc., all of which went to show that the 
un fortunate seamen who hud been in the 
derelict bouts bad provisioned them, be- 
fore- leaving the wrecked craft, and had 
never reached the shore, being, presum- 
ably, drowned by the swamping of their 
boats in the great swell which sweeps a 
wall of water on to the coast in that 
vicinity. Four miles to the eastward of 
the lighthouse, together with the quan- 
tity of lumber swept ashore, part of the 
boom of ti schooner, about lifteen feet 
long, went nfihore. Everything points to 
the fact that the lout vessel is a lumber 
schooner, and was loaded when she met 
disaster, for the coast i.-< littered for 21 
miles— for live miles to the eastward anil 
1(1 miles to the westward of Carmanah — 
with what the ocean has given up of her 
cargo of timber. There are rough and 
dressed lumber, scantlings and other tim- 
bers, piled up on the beaches in places 
to a height of several feet. The lumber, 
is all badly shattered by the force of the 
waves. The si washes are hti.nl at work 
mi wing what they can of il. 

What the lost vessel is, where site is 
from, how many have lost their lives, are 
questions that as yet cannot be answered, 
for the ben has as yet not given up any 
sufficient mark to identify its victim. 
That her hoatu were pninted black out- 
side points to the fact, that she was a 
lumber carrying, coasting schooner, for 
the black-painted boats of the descrip- 
tion found, tire found more especially on 
such vessels, The fact that she had an 
many as three boats, if, indeed, these 
boats arc all of the lost craft, shows that 
she must have been a vessel of some 500 
or COO tons at least. That the wreckage 
was new, points to the fact that she must 
have met disaster recently, presumably 
during the terrible storms which hst.ve 
raged of late. Hut then' is where the 
circumstantial evidence stops. The let- 
ters (In not answer the inline of any ves- 
sel shown in the shipping lists to have 
been loading lately. 

They have n slight resemblance to the 

letters in the mi of the Gorman ship 

Paul Rickraers, which sailed from the 
Dustings mill on December 12, at the 
time of the big mid-December gales 
with a full cargo or lumber, the " Kei " 
being, il is thought by some, perhaps the 
"Kir" too badly damaged for correct 
reading, and the "k" being missing and 
part of the "m," the "tier" might possi- 
he the last syllable of the name of the 
German ship. This, however, is un- 
likely, for a metal vessel such ns was 
the Rickmers would hardly have a name- 
board of tlie kind found near Carmanah. 

The letters of the board correspond 
with the nalne of the steamer Raincr, hut 
as th's vessel reached San Francisco with 
her lumber cargo on Wednesday, that 
vessel is not to lie considered. The lists 
give no other vessel likely to be in that 
vicinity, that can be identified from the 
letters of the board, which may or may 
not be the whole name, with the excep- 
tion of the centre letter, it being possible 
that there may bo other letters tit either 
end or reading before or after the let- 
ters given. Of tlie lumber earrieru 
which have lately Hailed from the Sound, 
there is the .'17-1 ton schooner William

A iSitn Francisco despatch sent by the 
Associated Press yesterday, says that 
shipping men there are of the opinion 
that the Audrada. wan the vessel sighted 
some days ago bottom up off the Cane, 
and they believe that she lias gone 
ashore somewhere on Vancouver Island. 
Thin belief will be investigated on. the 
next tTip of the Queen City, on which 
she leaves on Sunday, for Cape Scott, 
and a look-out will be kept for wreckage.

THE TYEE MINE. 

Tlie Compressor Plant Will Be in Opera- 
tion by February 1. 

Dp to December 31 over 000 feet of 
development had been accomplished on 
the Tyee mine at Mount Sicker, which 
was taken over by the Tyee CopDCr Co. 
in April last. In addition to the devel- 
opment, a line wagon road has been 
built from tho railway station to the 
mines, ami other important and perma- 
nent improvements carried out, which 
tend to increase tho value of the mines 
and the interests of the shareholders.

A working shaft 13x5 feet is being 
sunk to it depth of 500 feet, after which 
connections will be made with the work- 
ings in tlie western portion of the mines 
and No. 2 shaft, which has already been 
sunk to a depth of 233 feet vertically. 
At the 200-foot level a crosscut north 
has intersected the ore chute, which at 
surface yielded handsome returns. At 
this level every encouragement has been 
given, and large ore bodies have been 
met in the eastern workings of the prop- 
erty, one of which consists of copper 
schists of a payable nature, 15 feet wide; 
and paralleling this a higher-grade lode 
has been met on a crosscut, showing 2-1 
feet of good ore, the pay-chute being four 
feet: wide and yielding 8.S.S per cent, 
copper, 72 oz. gold, and 3.5 oz. silver 
per ton. Tlie average of the 24 feet, 
from a series of assays, yields 4.5 per 
cent, copper, .247 oz. gold, and 2.4 ox. 
silver per ton. 

With such a largo ore body, and facili- 
ties for local treatment, which is con- 
templated, it is expected large profits 
will result. 



WARSHIP CONSTRUCTION. 

Review of the Work In Ilrltlsh Dockyards 
Last Year. 

Engineering, reviewing warship construc- 
tion in 11KX). states thai, nlthougn only four 
small vessels have been launched from the 
Hoyal Dockyards, the total tonnage being 
but a fourteenth part of that of the two 
preceding years, the year has been one of 
great activity. The stall' has been main 
tallied at over 2U.500. and the full vote of 
2% millions for labor and 4 millions ster- 
ling for material will be more than earned 
—an experience which Is not common to the 
private unval works, six battleships are 
being rapidly brought forward to the steain- 
trlal stage— these will he ready within the 
next three or four months, while two battle- 
ships and two armored cruisers will be 
launched within the same period, and al- 
ready new ships of the same tvte are being 
prepared to be ut once laid down on the 
berths vacated. Thirty snips have been 
commissioned ut the home ports, of which 
12 were new vessels and the remainder had 
undergone more or less repairs. Extensive 
overhauls were, or are being, carried out in 
the case of 2!) vessels, the cost running up 
. to close upon £750,000. From Portsmouth 
| there wits lloated out the Pandora, a cruis- 
er of 2,200 tons and 7,0lK) Indicated horse- 
power to steam 20 knots, and from Sheer- 
uess three sloops. Nor do the lirltlsh war- 
ships launched from private yards bulk 
large. Two armored cruisers were lloated 
—the Abouklr. from the Falrlleld works, and 
tht- Hogue from the burrow establishment 
of the Vlckers company, both of 12,000 tons 
and 2-1,000 Indicated horse-power, to steam 
21 knots. The year's total of vessels launch- 
ed fur the lirltlsh navy Includes two 12.- 
O0O-ton armored cruisers, one third class 
cruiser, live sloops, and thirteen 30-knot 
torpedo boat destroyers, the total tonnage 
of the 21 vessels being 35.001 tons, and the 
Indicated horse-power 137.000. while the 
cost completed will lie almost II millions 
sterling. In 1800 there were 18 vessels 
launched; but six of them were battleships 
and two armored cruisers, the remainder 
being the small craft, so that the tonnage 
was 120,122 tons, and the cost completed 
nearly I) millions sterling: 1808 was also a 
battleship year, and the SO vessels lloated, 
made up 1-10,088 tons, and represented an 
ultimate value as lighting ships of £0,083,- 
000. In 1SU7 tho total was C5.t)00 tons 
and over -I million sterling. Hut, continues 
Engineering, the llrst year of the new cen- 
tury will make up for this decrease In naval 
activity which Is only apparent. Indued, the 
year of the Millenary of the navy will be 
appropriately enough a record In launches. 
Two battleships and three large 23-knot ar- 
mored cruisers, with n second class protect- 
ive neck, will he lloated next year. From 
private works the number will be still more 
extensive— probably four battleships, three 
ll.lOO-ton 23-knot cruisers, and three other 
armored cruisers, so that this year's total 
need not alarm. There are now building 18 
vessels of 380,040 tos. excluding vessels 
tried but not finished and three battleships 
and an armored cruiser ready for trial, ns 
well as eight or nine destroyers which also 
are nearly ready for trial. This total num- 
ber Invludos 11 battleships. II) cruisers, and 
14 smaller vessels. Worn given out this 
year Includes, for the dockyards., two bat- 
tleships, two armored cruisers (County 
class,) two Improved Hermes, and two 
sloops, with a total displacement tonnage 
of 03,340 tons. From private firms there 
were ordered this year eight vessels of 39,- 
82o tons, and the machinery for the 1(1 ves- 
sels. The Civile secured orders for 20,400 
Ions and 50,000 Indicated horse-power: the 
Tyne for 0,800 tons and 57,0oo 'ndlcated 
horse-power: the Thames for 020 tons and 
50.000 Indicated horse-power: and Belfast 
the engines for a battleship of 15,000 Indi- 
cated horse-power.

BUYS CLAIMS 



A, J. Bannermeu Secures Large 
Number Properties in the 
Klondike. 



At the recent sale of crown mining 
properties tit auction, all the unsurveyod 
fractions, and nil the surveyed fric- 
tions and ail clown claims that had 
reverted, or been held in alternate 
blocks, which had not previously been 
bid in, were knocked down to A. .1. 
Bnnnerman, a broker from Victoria, for 
$201, says a Dawson correspondent, 
writing on Jnnuary 1. lie secured 
hundreds if not thousands of properties — 
or in least got an option on them, by 
paying 20 per cent, of the amount hid 
in cash. 

Any of the claims or fractions Banner- 
man may not record within a few days 
will he withdrawn. It will cost him the 
customary fee of S 1 5 for each claim in- 
fraction recorded, so il is not likely he 
will have anywhere near the total num- 
ber recorded. -Many of the properties 
would ordinarily be considered valueless. 

Some complaint has been made that 
everybody was not permitted to bid on 
or notified that all the unsurveyod prop- 
erties were to be put up in one lot. 
However, it is said any person knowing 
of an uusurveyed fraction that he want- 
ed to bid ,m could have the opportunity 
during the sale by requesting the officer 
in charge to put it up. 

A special despatch to the Skagwny 
Daily Alaskan from Dawson, under date 
of Janiinry 3, tells how O. Pcrrin, of 
Dawson, made a fortune in less than (!() 
days. As the result of a ,fl investment 
\w finds himself possessed of a rich 
claim in the Klondike, and an offer of 
purchase which, if accepted, would 
make him independent for life. 

At a sale of crown milling claims re- 
cently held at Dawson, Perrin purchased 
a claim on Gold Bottom for $1. lie 
went to work prospecting, and almost 
Immediately struck a very rich pay- 
streak. Every shovelful brought up the 
yellow metail in bewildering quantities. 

Capitalists became interested, and one 
offer of $40,000 cash was made. Perrin 
said he had too good a thing to let it go 
at that figure, and is still working tho 
property. 

Ronald McKae, formerly of New York 
and a civil war veteran, aged GO years, 
was instantly killed by being caught in 
a cable near Dawson at the end of De- 
cember, lie was crushed between the 
cable and the drum over which it re- 
volved. The remains were buried at 
Dawson. The deceased leaves a daugh- 
ter in the Klondike capital.. He lived 
for a time in Juneau, and had long been 
in the Klondike. 

The official report of deaths and mar- 
riages in the Yukon country for the year 
ending December 31, .1000, shows hut 
112 deaths, a rate of about 7 out of each 
1,000 of the population. During the 
year 83 couples were united in marriage. 
Not a single divorce case was recorded 
during the twelve months.
